Representative Almon asserted 
that American farmers, because of 
their inability to obtain nitrates for 
fertilizer in sufficient quantities, have 
been obliged to pay the Chilean gov- 
ernment since 1879 a tétal of $153,- 
900,000 as export duty on nitrates 
shipped to the’ United Statee from 
Chile. If the manufacture of fer- 
tilizers in this country had been 
encouraged, Mr. Almon continued, 
importations could have been cur- 
tailed and payment of the tax 
avolded.

uring the past calendar year. These 
figures do not take into account several 
large downtown commercial structures 
which have been started, but for which no 
permits have as yet been taken ont, and it 
is a safe presumption that there are hun- 
drede of homes already started in various 
parts of the city which will appear on the 
building record of 1921. 


The previous high building record of the 
city was established in 1913, just prior to 
the outbreak of the European war. In that 
year 16,442 building permits with a tota) 
valuation of $31,641,921 were issued. After 
the outbreak of the war building activitics 
dropped off until there was very little work 
of any importance under way, & condition 
which prevailed not alone in Los Angeles 
but in other cities of the country as well. 
After the entrance of the United States into 
the war, building activities stopped almost 
entirely, and the entire country fell far in 
arrears of its building needs. 

Almost immediately after the cessation of

activity in this field, as far as Los Angeles 
was concerned. 


More Buildings Erected. 


E prevalent tendency to discount the 
building activities of the past year as 


compared with the previous record year of 
the city, 1913, is not altogether borne out 
by a comparative study of the figures for 
the two years. The valuation for the year 
just passed is about twice that of the 
previous high year, and it is claimed that 
the doubled cost of building makes the 1920 
record about equal to that of 1913. It is a 
significant fact, however, that the number 
of permits issued by the Department of 
Buildings has also almost doubled. In 1913 
there were 16,442 building permits issued, 
while in 1920 there were in excess of 26,000 
permits taken out by prospective builders, 
and the number of permits issued télis the 
story better than does the total valuation, 
for every new permit represents a new 
building under way in some part of the city. 
According to these figures the increased 
building cost represents only about one- 
third of the real total. It is also an inter- 
esting fact that during 1913 permits were 
taken out for any construction work with 
a value of more than $20, while during the 
past year the minimum value was $75. In 
other words, the 1913 total was increased by 
the issuance of permits for which no record 
at all has been kept during 1920. 

It is also a significant fact that the build- 
ings started during the past year have been 
customary seven years ago. There have 
been more fine residences, costing $50,000 
or more, started here in 1920 than ever be- 
fore in the history of the city, and there 
have also been a greater number of dis- 
tinctive houses of the smaller type erected. 


Housing Shortage Acute. | 
tn other cities, the housing situation 


A has been acute since the armistice, 


and the lack of housing facilities has never 
been more keenly felt in Los Angeles than 
during the past year. This situation has 
prevailed despite the fact that enough new 
residences have been built-to house a mod- 
erate sized city; more than enough new 
homes have been erected to accommodate 
the entire population of Long Beach, In 
the past year approximately 10,000 new 
homes have been built here, while enough 
flats and apartments have been built to ac 
commodate fully 2500 more families, giving 
in all accommodations for 50,000 people. 
These homes have been occupied as fast 
as they could be completed, and the de- 
marid ie still unsatisfied. In addition there 
are many families who have erected tent- 
houses on the outskirts of the city or who 
Have domiciled themselves in small tempo- 
rary dwellings until a permanent home 
could be erected, of which no record?is 
available. A conservative estimate of the 
number of people who have come to Los 
Angeles during the past year to make their

Second in United States. 


URING the months of August and 
September Los Angeles was second 
only to New York in the value of hew 
buildings started, and in October Los 
Angeles held third place, with New 
York, including all of its boroughs, 
and the city of Detroit Jeading. The 
lead of Detroit for the month was only 
by a margin of about $400,000 over the Los 
Angeles record. In other words, Los 
Angeles has gone far ahead of the building 
activities of larger cities, outranking Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia, Boston and other great 
eastern centers. Since August it has led 
all cities of the country, including greater 
New York, in point of the number of per 
mits for new buildings issued. In October 
8166 building permits were-taken out in 
New York, while in Los Angeles during the 
same month, this figure reached a total of 
3210. Our valuation for the month wWas 
York, which has a population ten times 
larger than that of Los Angeles. 


This astonishing record may be due to a 
certain extent to the fact that building 
activities in the eastern cities have taken a 
slump, -but the great record established by 
Los Angeles cannot be entirely discounted 
upon this basis... It is also pointed out by 
Officials of the building department that 
many builders, when they take out a per- 
mit, are deceiving themselves by placing a 
smaller valuation on the structure than is 
warranted by the type of building which 
they propose to erect. The record for the 
year may, therefore, be appreciably~in- 
creased when these buildings are revalued, 
a process which is now taking place for 
some of the large buildings recently 
erected, and an additional permit for the 
full valuation of the building is issued. 


Great Projects Completed. 


HE past year has seen the completion of 

anumber of great projects and the 
launching of other projects of equal magni- 
tude. Early in the summer the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company's plant at Ascét 
Park, representing an investment of more 
than $2,500,000, was completed and put into 
operation. These buildings consist of a cot- 
ton mill, a rubber mill and a warehouse, the 
largest structure having an atea of’ three 
and one-half acres to each floor.

Thomas Higgins was one of the leading 
Citizens of the Pacific Coast. In his nearly 
fifty years in Oregon, Arizona’ and Califor- 
nia, he so interwrought his name in the 
history of these States, as did the Greek 
artisan into his sacred shield, that to tear 
it out would be almost like destroying the 
Shield itself. 


He was a splendid type. of western man- 
__ hood. 
“$f the school men, he was educated in the 
highest and best sense of the term. He 
knew life and men. He. was a man of 
affairs. He knew how to bring great things 
to pass. He combined rare business abil- 
ity, tact and skill in managing men, wise 
generosity, great public spirit, tenacity of 
Purpose in securing his ends, with a 
humanness that made him kin to all who 
faced the strain and stress of life. 

He loved the West and particularly Cali- 
fornia and Arizona. 
like that of Bacchus in the shadow of the 
Acropolis—its light the sun, the infinite

the mountains and the sea, its only roof 
the dome of the sky—where giants could 
contend with fitting honors. 

He drank in the strength of the hills, 
the vigor of the stream, the glory of the 
sunset. He made of storms his companions. 
The winds sweeping over illimitable mesas 
or through mountain pines were to him 
anthem and oratorio, 


Thomas Higgins was built on a large 
plan. He was broad in his views, wide in 
his charities, a firm and true friend, a lov- 
ing man to his relatives, a kind neighbor, 
a useful citizen. His hand contributed 
largely to every public interest in Call- 
fornia. His name is engraved imperishably 


on many hearts all over the Pacific Coast. |

he lived a hidden life, but its fragrance 
still lingers like the hidden rose in the 
hedge and flings a sweet perfume on the 
air. 


In the name of education Thomas Hig- 
gins gave away during his splendid life

Thomas Higgins was born in Ireland 


that country in the early 70's, stopping 
first in New York State, then moving to 
Wisconsin, where he worked for a time in 
the lumber sections of that State. Next he 
went to the Southern States, where he 
became a contractor.and constructed many 
levees along the Mississippi River. He also 
engaged in that section in railroad con- 
struction work. Leaving the South his 
next.move was to Oregon in the Pacific 
Northwest, There he engaged in mining. 


Coming from Ireland after his father’s 
farm had been taken from the family, he 
began to attain a reasonable fortune by 
dint of hard work and patient husbandry 
of his resources” For many years of his 
life he had worked for day wages. Mining 
in Oregon in the early days was. fraught 
with many dangers and the Indians were 
very hostile. Guards had to be posted 
nightly to make sure roaming bands of 
redskins would not steal and scalp. Finally 
Thomas Higgins abandoned Oregon for 
California, locating in San Francisco. Also 
he bought back the farm home in Ireland. 


He was undecided at that time whether 
he would go to Australia and join a brother 
or go to Arizona, where a new gold strike 
was reported at Tombstone. Final decision 

was made by the toss of a coin. Arizona 
| won and so Thomas Higging left San Fran- 


| 


cisco for the gold country instead of set- 
ting sail for Australia. He was one of the 
pioneer mining men of Arizona. He was 


early days was one of the wildest mining 
sections in the United States. When 
Thomas Higgins first heard of what is now 
known ag Bisbee, Ariz, the talk then was 
that a big gold strike had beerl made over 
the Mule Pass Mountains and the loca- 
tion happened to be what today is the 
thriving city of Bisbee. He was one of 
the first white men in the latter mining 
camp, and’ he remained there until 1900, 
when he removed to Los Angeles to make 
his permanent home. In the meantime 
many valuable mining properties had been 
disposed of by Mr. Higgins with the end 
in view to devoting much energy to bufld- 
ing construction in Los Angeles and 
vicinity. 


In Los Angeles Thomas iigsins became 
a builder. He laid broad foundations; he 
planned great things and he lived to see 
them grow into mighty realities, surrounded 
by his many loved relatives. In 1910 he 
builf the Higgins Building, one of the 
largest office structures in the city, at the 
southwest corner of Main and Second 
streets. This was followed up by heavy 
real estate investments in Los Angeles and 
Santa Monica, which soon resulted in the 
building of the St. George Hotel on East 
Third street, the Harold Apartments on 
Main street at Carr, numerous other build- 


ings and the Hart Hotel at Santa Monica.

Both companies continue to function. The 
officers of the Higgins Estate are James 0.

The Higgins Mint 
ing and Realty Company is officered by 
Pat Higgins, president; Jamies O. Sword, 
vice-president and general manager; D. P.

Thomas Higgins had so many elements — 
of nobleness, not the least among which 
was an all-pervading kindliness and good 
heartedness, that he was greatly beloved, 
He never married and he desired to be 
surrounded by his relatives. Many of the 
latter he brought from Ireland and Aus- 
tralia, and they lived-with him at* verious 
times. He wanted them to enjoy some 
of the feults of his. labors. Among other 
things he foun®€ed scholarships in Loyola 
College for Boys and assisted in the edu- 
cation of many young people for friends 
and strangers. He never turned a deaf ear 
on the needy. 
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HE real measure of a man is not his 

stature but his ideals, strength of 
character, ability to think clearly and self- 
mastery.

THE BIBLE INSTITUTE OF 
LOS ANGELES. 

One of the most efficient and effective 
soul-saving organizations in the world is 
that of the Bible Institute of Los Angeles, 
located at 636-558 South Hope street, 
where they occupy a splendid building of 
reinforced concrete, thirteen stories in 
height, consisting of two dormitories—one 
for men and one for women—and an 
auditorium seating over 4000 pedple. 

The institute had Its inception in a Bible 
class for young men which was organized 
tn Immanuel Presbyterian Church by Rev. 
7. C. Horton, the class later merging into 
what is known as “The Fishermen's Club,”

me, and I will make you Wshers of men.” 

This class, together with a class for 
young women, organized by Mrs. Horton, 
and known as “The Lyceum Club,” formed 
the nucleus of the Bible Institute of Los 
Angeles, which was incorporated in the fall

men, Mr. Lyman Stewart being president. 

Besides conducting a training school for 
training of young men and women for any 
form of Christian work—the present en- 
roliment in the day classes being between 
400 and 600; in the evening school over 
200: and in the correspondence classes over 
1000—the institute conducts aggressive 
evangelistic work among the Spanish- 
speaking people, the shops and factories, 
the seamen in Pacifie Coast harbors and 
the Jewish people. 

An especially interesting feature of the 
work in the Bible Institute conducted under 
the auspices of the institute in Hunan 
Province, China. Sixty-six students were 
enrolled last year, with twenty-five gradu- 

_ ates. Six colportage boats are maintained, 
with thirteen workers on each boat, who 
‘gtudy the Bible in the morning, and in the 
afternoon give the gospel, 187,247 heathen 
homes being thus visited last year.

High Standard Maintained by Colleges, Universities and Public — 
and Private Schools of All Grades. recat

ERE is no section of America in |} 

which the student may pursue his 

studies to quite so great advantage 

as in the schools of Southern 
California. The writer would not be so 
bold as to make this assertion were his 
statement not corroborated by men of great 
learning all over the country and even by 
the educational department of the govern- 
ment, which has admitted that the educa- 
tional system of Southern California leads 
the nation for efficiency. 

Aside from our educational system and 
the standard of efficiency of our teachers and 
professors, there is here something in the 
quality of sunlight, in the soft bracing air 
‘and in the grandeur of scenic surroundings 
that tends to broaden the mind and to de- 
velop the power of original thought. 


University of Southern California. 


HE University of Southern California is 
the pride of the Southland. As at pres- 
ent constituted, this great university has 


ten colleges, including the recently added 
College of Commerce and Business Admin- 


the State Normal School, this branch of the 
University of California is splendidly 
equipped, many splendid new buildings hav- 
ing recently been added. At its very incep- 
tion as a part of the State university this 
remarkable institution boasted a $1,000,000 
plant, a faculty of nearly 100 members and 
a student body numbering about 1300. 

When the trustees of the State Normal 
School formally tu the institution over 
to the university regents Dr. Moore became 
president of the southern branch of the 
University of California and the old Normal 
School faculty was appointed to continue 
work in the newly made institution. 

Speaking of the conversion of the State 
Normal School into the southern branch of 
the State university, Dr. Moore declared 
that the large population of this region, the 
great number of students afd the fine pre- 
paratory schools more than . justified the 
change. 

“Our people feel,” said Dr. Moore, “that 

ys eachers shou 

as well trained as schools can train them 
and that a college course, leading.to an 
academic degree, is not too thorough a 
preparation to open to them. There has 
been great need in this part of the State for 
a college of at least junior grade conducted 
by the University of California. Hundreds 
of our best young men and women are too 
poor to travel 500 miles to college. The 
State is attempting to put college education 
within their reach. 

“The two primary functions of the 
southern branch of the State university 
are the organization and conducting of 
junior college classes and a more thorough 
training of teachers in a series of four~vear 
courses.” 3

facilities and methods of teaching. Im the 
Los Angeles schoo) district, comprising 650 
square miles, there are 227 schools, includ- 
ing fifteen high schools and thirteen junior 
high schools. 

The enrollment in these institutions for 
the year just passed reached 114,802, as 
against 99,932 for the previous year—ap in- 
crease of 15,000. Twenty per cent of the 
past year’s increase in enrollment wag in 
the high schools. This unparalleled growth 
in attendance was the greatest problem 
with which the Board of Education has had 
to deal, the lack of building facilities, ne. 
cessitating an increase in the number of 
day sessions. However, with $9,500,000 of 
bond money now available, the board has 
under way a building program which is 
limited only by the number and capacity 
of the Southland’s best architects and 
contractors. 


In the 227 schools referred tethers are 
employed teachers, agd the salaries 


of these instructors have been substantially 
increased. In the elementary schools the 
teachers’ salaries the past year were in- 
creased 24 per cent, or $774,409 over the 
previous year, the increase in high school 
teachers’ salaries amounting to 21 per cent, 
or $440,351 over last year.

OUTHERN CALIFORNIA is famous for 
the quantity and quality of the fruit 
produced here, and justly so.- South- 
ern California is well adapted to the 
growing of citrus, deciduous and semi- 
tropical fruits, But Southern Californians 
realize, as do agriculturists of other sec- 


- tions, that agriculture, to be balanced, must 


have live stock as a foundation and there 
fis a surprisingly large amount of live stock 
of all kinds produced here. 

The climatic conditions of Southern-Cali- 
favorable to the best and 


tion of live stock and live-stock products as 
to the growing of fruits. The fertilizer 
produced by the live stock is responsible in 
a large measure for the successful produc- 
tion offruit in Southern California. Many 
orchardists are becoming interested in the 
production of live stock along with fruit, in 
order to balance their own farming opera- 
tions. Some are using hogs for this pur- 
pose, but most orchardists favor dairying 
or the raising of poultry, due to the fact 


that the last two mentioned industries lend 


themselves more readily to an intensified 
system of farming. The dairy industry no 
doubt leads all 


California cities and particularly in Los 
Angeles. There are about 54,000 gafions of 
milk consumed in the city of Los Angeles 
alone each day. 


Practically all of the milk produced in 
the more thickly populated sections of 
Southern California counties, and particu- 
larly in the region near Los Angeles, is con- 
sumed as whole milk. The dairymen of 
Southern California are remarkably keen 
and progressive and the dairy industry is 
maintained on a very high standard. 


Soil and climatic conditions are also 
ideal for the growing of alfalfa hay and 
corn for ensilage, which feeds make up the 
basis of all dairy rations. Yields of twelve 
and fourteen tons per acre of alfalfa hay 
are often obtained during the season while 
yields of fifty tons of ensilage corn have 


tons of corn are not at all uncommon, 
Cow Testing Association. 

HE Agricultural Extension Service for 

Los Angeles county in May, 1918, or- 
ganized a cow-testing association to be 
operated under the auspices of the Los An- 
geles County Farm Bureau. About 1100 
cows were put under test and their average 
production was found to be twenty-eight 
pounds of butter fat per cow per month. 
Since that time the association hag been op- 


erating under the auspices of the dairy- 
men's department of the Farm Bureau and 


the present time. The average production 
of these cows at this time is over thirty- 
three pounds of butter fat per month, 
which is an increase of more than five 
pounds of butter fat per month per cow. 
This is all the more praiseworthy when the 
much larger number of cows under test is 
taken into consideration. The above im- 
provement is due to the manner in which 
the “boarder” cows have been eliminated 
and to better feeding.

TATE and municipal laws require rigid 
inspection of dairies and dairy products 


fn order to assure the public of obtaining a. 
product of high quality. This ‘inspection 


has proven to be, not a detriment to the in- 


dustry, but has raised it to such a high 
level that it is a more desirable industry in 
which to engage than ever before. The 
dairyman finds that strict adherence to 
regulations and the resultant high standard 
of his product creates a big demand for it 
among the consuming public. In 1919 milk 
and cream produced by the Brant Rancho 
in Los Angeles county was placed first 
with the highest score ever made at the 
National Dairy Show. 

Southern California is an ideal place for 
the dairyman. While land values and over- 
head expenses are somewhat higher close to 
Los Angeles than in the outlying districts, 
the proximity to market and the advantages 
derived from being located close to a large 
center more than make up the difference. 


With climatic conditions so favorable that 


the summers are never so hot as to be op- 
pressive nor the winters so cold as to cause 
discomfort to the animals, a maximum pro- 
duction can be maintained throughout the

production of pork as to the dairy industry. 
There are innumerable hog raisers in this 
section. There is a popular belief among 
eastern farmers that it is impossible to pro- 
duce hogs here as economically or of as high 
quality as are produced in Eastern and Mid- 
dle Western States on corn. One example 
that may be used to prove the fallacy of 
this belief is the fact that the University of 
California and other California breeders 
have sent animals to the International Live 
Stock Show at Chicago and have won first 
prizes and grand championships on animals 
that had ‘never received a grain of corn, but 
had been fed altogether on grains common- 
ly grown in this State. Barley, which is 
commonly grown here and which is used as 
the base for practically all grain rations, 
will produce just as good or better results 
than corn, both from an economical stand- 
point and in the quality of the product. 
Hogs are usually marketed here when they 
months old at a weight of 
200 to 225 pounds, which is the weight most 
desired by the packer. 


With the favorable climatic conditions 
obtained here, there is an excellent oppor- 
tunity for the growth and development of 
young stock and the raising of two litters 
of pigs each year is made easy.

Beef Cattle and Sheep. 


LTHOUGH the beef cattle and sheep in- 
dustries in Southern California are not 
go extensive as are the’ above-mentioned 
industries there are far greater numbers of 
these types ef live stock produced here 
than is popularly believed. The hills and 
mountains in the northern part of Los An- 
geles county and in Ventura, Santa Barbara, 
Riverside, San Bernardino and San Diego 
counties are well adapted to the growing 
of beef cattle. Good pasture can be found 
during the winter, spring and early summer | 
months, particularly in these various places, 
after which many feeders are brought to the 
beet fields of Los Angeles and Orange 
counties to be finished on beet tops. Cot- 
tonseed, which is produced in large quanti- 
ties in 
in the finishing of beef cattle for the mar- 
ket. One of the best-known pure-bred breed- 
ers of beef cattle in the south is the Dia- 
mond Bar Ranch at Spadra, in Los Angeles 
county, which maintains a large herd of 
pure-bred Herefords. 

Sheep are found in the same general sec- 
tions mentioned above for beef cattle. They 
make economical] use of stubble in the large 
grain sections and also utilize to good ad- 
vantage the various pasture crops found 
here. 

With the enormous use of automobiles 
and tractors in.Southern California one 
would be led to believe that there was no 
room for the raising of horses. Such, how- 
ever, is not the case. Many farmers make 
it a practice to raise all the work stock 
needed on their ranches, but there are also 
to be found some high-class horse-breeding 
establishments. The Santa Anita Rancho, 
founded by the late E. J. (“Lucky”) Baldwin 
and now owned and operated by his daugh- _ 
ter, Mrs. Anita M. Baldwin, has long main- 
tained a reputation for the quality and 
number of horses produced there. It first 
gained fame through its thoroughbreds or 
running horses which won many prizes both 
in this country and in England. Thorouzh- 
breds have been continually kept on the 
ranch and there is at the present time a 
string being trained on the ranch which is 
to be sent out on the circuit later. These 
horses are descended from the animals that 
first made this ranch famous. Arabian 
horses are also bred on this ranch as are 
Percherons and jacks. The Diamond Bar 
Ranch also maintains some very high-class 
Arabians. 


There is a _ strong demand throughout — 
Southern California for highly bred saddle 
horses, The mild winters and beautiful 
scenery have created -mueh— interest 
horseback riding. One of the best-known 
breeders of saddle horses is the Chino 


Stock Farm, although there are many other 
breeders.

RIMARILY the cotton grower’s chief 
problem is to stabilize the price at a 
level which will permit a fair and reason- 
able profit. With only the Nile Valley as a 
competitor, this would seem a not too aim-|* 
cult problem to solve, but. without co-opera- 
tion and without a protective tariff, this has 
heretofore been practically impossible.

There is always a market for good short 
staple at some price, but, under present 
conditions, the market for leng staple cot- 
ton is somewhat limited.

That the time is coming when there will 
be ample facilities for handling long staple 
is freely predicted. At present, it is large- 
ly: grown for the use of tire manufacturing 
concerns and is largely consumed in the 
manufacture of wings for airplanes.

However, the far-sighted growers 
stayed with the experiment and data of 
tremendous value were obtained. 


Investigation into the history of cotton 
planting in this State shows that it has 
been undertaken at various times for the 
last sixty-four years. The first attempt 
seems to have been in 1856. The State Ag- 
ricultural Society offered a substantial 
prize to the farmer who grew the best acre 
of cotton. A San Fernando Valley farmer 
planted a considerable area, but the records 
do not show if this crop proved to be a suc- 
cess. Others experimented with it from 
time to time until 1865. During that year 

a farmer living near Los Angeles planted 
108 acres. Unfortunately the result was not 
recorded, 


The first large shipment on record is one 
made in 1873. A grower of Merced county

It has now been conclusively proved 
from the tests made in 1920 that cotton will 
grow practically anywhere in the State ex- 
clusive of the mountainous regions. It 
has also been demonstrated that the seed 
will sprout under almost any sofl, moisture 
and climatic conditions. The plants thrive, 
growing much like corn and inevitably bolls 
follow, but it has been proved that the 
growing of cotton in this State and under 
the conditions it affords will not prove a

California's Advantages. 
ALIFORNIA is singularly fomunate in 
possessing large areas where cotton 
will flourish, and in being remarkably free 
from the blights which have wrought havoc 
in crops in the South, including the boll 
weevil and other harmful insects. 

The experiments, to which reference al- 
ready has been made, show that the sem!- 
arid sections of San Bernardino, Riverside 
and near-by counties, which are not direct- 
ly affected by the ocean, combined with a 
season of 250 days in which cotton can 
grow are the best adapted to cotton cul- 
ture. Included in these are the Armada, 
Moreno and Corona districts in Riverside 
county and the Perris Valley. The crops of 
1919 and 1920 demo ted that south of 
Fresno and around ersfield and in some 
other sections the San Joaquin Valley 
is well adapted to cotton growing and the 

industry now is on a firm basis in the mat- 
ter of production.

Today lt is 
recognized as a year-round playground for 
all peoples and it is, in some nart, the 
spirit of an older day still nourished by the 
innkeeper that has brought the State to 
the attention of the world.

The great resort houses of Pasadena, Coro 
nado, Santa Barbara and Beverly Hilig have 
long been known to both frequent visitor 
and untraveled stranger.

These, while not so widely known, have 
their clientele. 


The traveler visiting the hotels in geo-

er On the western side of the 
city with ts ‘architecture blending into that 
of the neighboring residences {is the Vista 
del Arroyo, for years the abode of people 
seeking beauty and rest combined with the 
social life of hémelfke surroundings. 

Fifty miles distant in Riverside lies one 
of the most favored stopping places in the 
State, the Glenwood Mission Inn. The Vis- 
itor strolling through the patios and linger- 
ing in the cloisters, lives again in dreams 
and memories the romance of bygone days. 

Reminiscent of Mediterranean ret 
the St. Catherine at Avalon, Santa Cata- 
lina Island, where the world ig lost in the 
warm sunlight and the blue waters of the 
bay. On the mainland opposite this spot is 
the Virginia at Long Beach, where is cen- 
tered the social life of the south coast 
beaches and of the officers of the Pacific 
Fieet and Submarine Base located at Los 
Angeles Harbor.

tels, where, though surrounded by the hus- 
tle and bustle of a metropolitan city, the 
primal spirit of California predominates. 
Each hotel is distinctive and each has its 
own clientele. The most prominent of 
these hostelries are the Clark, Van Nuys, 
Angelus, Stowell, Rosslyn Alexandria, 
Hayward and Lankershim. 


California's newest largest re- 
sort hostelry is the Ambassador, better 
known as the California, which opens 
to guests New Year's Day. This . ho- 


is tel, located in a beautiul ‘residential dis- 


trict, is within easy access to the city. It 
is under the same management as the Am- 
bassador at Santa Barbara. 


And in this there is a formidable list, 
each hotel different, each one presenting 
some phase of life to be found in no other 
spot. To be sure there are hundreds of 
other hotels and inns the length of the 
State—little bungalow hotels in secluded 
nooks—small inns on the highways—a 
myriad of comfortable houses not as large 
as the more pretentious, in the hundreds 
of smaller cities,.but in all does the spirit 
of the West predominate.

HE poultry industry in Southern Cali- 
fornia is far more extensive than is 
believed by the average resident here 
or even by most of the poultrymen them- 
selves. This is no doubt due to several fac- 
tors. The climatic conditions in Southern 
California can hardly be equaled for the 
raising of poultry. The warm sunp 
conditions reduce disease ta 
a minimum. The general good health of 
the birds then contributes very largely to 
the financial] success of the undertaking.

The small acre- 
age necessary for the raising of large num- 
bers of hens allows the poultryman to 
secure land even in the sections where land 
is relatively high in price. .Many of the 
poultry farms comprise only five or ten 
acres.

This only serves as an 
index as to the status of the poultry indus- 
try in Southern California. |

Large acreage of cabbage, cauliflower, 
spinach, celery and tomatoes is planted 
each year for winter cropping. Los An- 
geles county alone produced over $4,252,000 
worth of cabbage and cauliflower in 1919. 
This crop is generally planted from July 
until October, which brings it on the market 
from November to March. There are the 
early, intermediate and late varieties, 
planted so that the whole @rop does not 
come on the market at one time. In this 
Way a smaller crew of men can handle the 
harvesting of the crop and are kept con- 
tinually busy from the time they make their 
first cutting in November until the crop is 
cleaned up along in March. 


Enormous Celery Crop. 


E delicious crisp celery that is such

@ays comes direct from Los Angeles and 
Orange counties.

The Los 
Angeles head lettuce is the variety uni- 
versally planted. Its fine crisp quality and 
the ability to stand long shipment make it 
one of the most profitable crops raised. 
This crop is grown every month in the year 
but that which is raised during the fall and 
winter months commands the highest price 
and is of the best quality for the reason

Sweet Potatoes.

What is a legitimate co-operative market- 
ing association? In the words of G. Harold 
Powell, general manager of ine California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange, and generally 
recognized as America’s greatest authority 
on the subject of co-operative marketing, 
“A co-operative association is one in which 
the members form an agency through 
which they conduct their own business for 
their greatest mutual advantage. To be co- 
operative, it must be formed of producers 
exclusively, and managed by them, and the 


portion to the patronage of each. The cap- 
ital necessary to create the agency and its 
facilities should be contributed by the mem- 
bers in proportion to the usé which each 
makes of it. 

“Also, the capital contributions of each 
member should be kept progressively pro- 
portional to the individual shipments, or 
purchases, or other uses made of the 
agency, as nearly as this may be done.” In 
a nutshell, co-operative marketing is here 
defined according to the experience of per- 
haps the oldest and most successful pro-

Packing-houses and equipment are owned 
and operated by local growers’ associations, 
the central exchange, performing a selling 
and advertising function only, and prices 
determined by market conditions and auc- 
tion sales.

Forty Years’ Progress. 

ALIFORNIA entered the citrus-growing 

arena about forty-five years ago, in an 
exceedingly modest way, with a few 
rain § trees which had been imported from 
meager beginning and today the State de- 
votes 234,603 acres of its most fertile soil 
to the production of oranges and lemons. 
In 1920 the harvest brought the 15,000 
families engaged in citrus fruit ranching 
$81,200,000. When an average is struck 
this gives the growers a return of a little 
more than $475 per acre for every acre in 
bearing. 

The California Fruit Growers’ Exchange 
is authority for the statement that the 
bearing afea of oranges is 133,596 acres 
with young, nopbearing groves amounting 
to 60,453 acres; while the bearing area of 
lemons is 33,059 acres, with 17,495 acres of 
young trees soon to come into bearing. 
This is believed to be a greater acreage 
of bearing citrug trees than is to be found 
elsewhere in all the world. 

Shipments made by the exchange repre- 
sent approximately 74 per cent of all the 
citrus fruits grown in California. The or- 
ganization is purely co-operative and has 
10,500 grower members. Last year the ex- 

-$59,221,329 worth of orafiges 
and lemons and iss losses from bad debts 
on that volume of business amounted to only 
$435, a record which has probably never 
been surpassed by any business organiza- 
tion. 


During the year ending Aug. 31, 1920, 


members of the exchange shipped 12,- 
144,964 boxes of oranges, 226,266 boxes 
of grapefruit, and 3,542,534 boxes of lemons. 
The total shipments from the State 
amounted to 38,077 cars of oranges and 
grapefruit, and 8680 carloads of lemons, or 
‘a total of 46,757 carloads. 


Orange prices were sania as alto- 
gether satisfactory throughout the year, as 
is indicated by the average return per acre 
from the citrus groves of the State, but 
lemon prices have been ridiculously low, 
because of a cool summer which reduced 
the consumption of lemonade, and more es- 
pecially on account of the depreciation of 
Italian exchange, which resulted in heavy 
importations of low-priced lemons. The 
high price of sugar last summer also hurt 
the California lemon business. 


The exchange submits figures to show 
that the average price for foreign lemons 


sold in New York last summer was $2.33, 


ra a ter 
deducting freight and duty, returned to 


the foreign shipper 32.5 lire. 


While foreign lemons have been selling 
at an average of $2.33 in New York it has 
been costing California lemon growers $3 
a box merely to grow and pack their fruit 
ready for market. This is the California 
citrus grower’s greatest argument in favor 
of a suitable protective tariff. 


There was an excellent market for Va- 
lencia oranges throughout the season. The 
crop amounted to about 60 per cent of the 
1919 production and was readily absorbed 


because the country had a high purchasing 


power. Shipments amounted to 7961 car- 
loads or 3,693,489 boxes. Navel orange 
shipments for-the year amounted to 4,958,- 
411 boxes. The crop ran to large sizes 
which were successfully marketed in compe- 
tition with the Florida crop that ran more 
uniform. The fact’that last year’s navel 
crop ran to large sizes would appear to in- 
dicate that this year’s crop will be of,

t ® research men employed in 
these laundries shows that fully 95 per 
cent of the “mysterious” defects that de- 
velop in linen and wearing apparel are due 
to the abuse to which these fabrics are 
subjected by their owners. The overuse 
of deodorants and depilatory solutions is 
destructive to the armpits of waists, shirts 
and other wearables. Dust and shoe polish 
in time play havoc with linen, and the 
Same may be said of sheets and pillow 
cases when misused by being carelessly 
employed as dusting cloths, a custom more 
practiced than the average person sup- 
poses. 

MODERN LAUNDRIES CONSERVE 

WHILE THEY CLEANSE. 

Modern laundries have learned how to 
scientifically reduce these factors of wear 
to a minimum. Through their accumu- 
lated knowledge, gained from years of 
eareful study and their specialized knowl- 
edge of fabrics and the proper methods of 
washing, they are able to conserve while 
they cleanse. As much as the housewife 
may dispute this, it is a fact that the fam- 
ily bundle is not exposed to the same risk 
of wear in the modern laundry as it may be 
in the home on wash day. 


It seldom happens that the various kinds 
of stains to which fabrics and garments 
are exposed in. their common usage are 
made to disappear in the family tub; yet 
their successful removal in the modern 
laundry is a point of accomplishment in 
which they excel. This highly important 
feature of the laundry’s service also has 
been worked out on a  ~»plrely scientific 
basis. The laundry thas mastered this 


| problem by having learned what treatment 


is most efficacious for each kind of stain. 
Simple washing suffices for the majority of 
stains, but for those more stubborn, 
special treatments have been devised that 
clean without harm to the fabric. For 
paint marks, for instance, a _  vaseline- 
gasoline preparation is used. Grasg stains 
on woolengs and silks are removed with 
-ether; ink spots and rust are treated with 
an oxalic sour; tea, coffee and wine stains 
are most frequently eliminated with spe- 
cial sodium bisulphite or potassium per- 
manganate methods, and so on down the 
list. 


SOFT WATER SAVES CLOTHES. 

Wisdom dictates that such service as is 
offered by the modern laundry has no sat- 
isfactory substitute, nor can it be denied 
that it has been developed to a plane where 
the public recognizes the industry as 
Mnong its—most—useful boon. “Not alone 
has this service proven a distinct advantage 
in releasing the housewife to more pro- 
ductive and attractive activities, through 
the complete’ elimination of an always 
troublesome problem from the home circle, 
but the factor of saving is one of highest 
importance. Suitable laundry equipment 
for the home is expensive, And again, 
neutral soft watér such as the modern 
laundry of today uses is not available to 
the home. Many of the soft water plants 


$10,000 to Install, Efficient labor under 
present-day conditions adds greatly to the 
cost, and this must always be reckoned 


with in figuring oyt the family’s wash day 
expenditures. The most saving household 
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used in the modern laundry cost upwards} 


has not been able to discard the use of 
soaps, washing preparations and the like. 
At the end of ethe year these alone make a 
sizable expense. 


An examination of laundry prices shows 
that Southern California, through its 
modern. laundries, fares on the whole bet- 
ter in this respect than any other section 
of the United States. Thfs is largely be- 
cause our association's laundries have de- 
veloped their plant organizations to a max- 
imum of efficiency on a basis of actual cost, 
and the fact,..too; that certain factors 
that create an expensive overhead in other 
sections do not enter the industry here. 
Throughout the period of high prices dur- 
ing and following the European war few 
increases were imposed by the Southern 
California laundries, and these came about 
only because the lauifidries were required by 
changes in the California law to meet an 
increased wage level. In no other industry 
as much as the laundry industry does the 
wage factor enter so largely in fixing the 
price of the product to the public. The 
price of laundry is regulatead almost en- 
tirely by the operation of the State's min- 

rought 


higher wages to the laundry workers gen- 


erally, it has automatically imposed an in- 
crease on the laundry bundle. It happens 
that of all the workers engaged in ‘the 
laundry industry, 70 per cent are women, 
and the California minimum wage law was 
adopted to better the wages of women. 
This, in a nutshell, is the answer to the, 
price of laundry. The problem of the 
laundry managers has been to maintajn a 
high standard of service at the lowest pos- 
sible expense to the patron, and this is be- 
ing done in a manner hardly open to ques- 
tion. 


NO ROOM FOR OBSOLETE MACHINERY 

To the lasting credit of these modern es- 
tablishments operating through the South- 
ern California Laundry Owners’ Association, 
the sight of the human element upon which

to increase the efficiency and usefulness of

OUNTY ANTRIM, Ireland, has its 
Giants’ Causeway and the Islané of 
Staffa, Scotland, its Fingal’s Cave, 
and both are celebrated throughout 

Burope and much of the world as scientific 
specimens of columnar basalt; but America 
has the best example extant of this singu- 
lar formation, and it is in California. This 
fs the Devil Postpile, a splendid tower of 
long, glistening black prisms and many 
years a national thonument, yet practically 
unknown. .Not one out of 5000 of our peo- 
ple has seen ft and few could tell where it 
is. So large is the State and so many its 
marvels that some are overlooked. 


The Devil Postpile, appropriately named, 
stands eternal guard over the main waters 
of the Middle Fork of the San* Joaquin in 
the heart of the Sierra Nevada. As the 
most curious and fascinating phenomenon 
of its kind on earth it is worth going far to 
gee and will be seen more and more. It is 
comparatively easy of access from either 
side of the stupendogs mountain chain,

Rising 200 feet above the level floor at 
the canyon’s rim is a stately columnar en- 
trance, comely and beckoning, appropriate- 
ly christened the “Royal Gateway.” It 
Opens to a sculptured foyer. In the center, 
as though placed by measured design at ex: 
actly the correct distance from the portal, 
stands a graceful group of columns on a 
tall, massive base. Gateway and foyer are 
white as Carrara marble. 


The “White Chapel” is well described by 
its name. Its walls are heavily buttressed 
at the corners, like the old Spanish mis- 
sions of the Southwest.

Herculaneum and Pompeii Near Home. 


ERCULANEUM and Pompeii are far.

Masses of burned clay 
broken up like common bricks have crashed 
down and crushed and covered some of the 
best examples of natural construction, no- 
tably incomparable pagodas. A few perfect 
ones fortunately remain, and they are 
graceful and lace-like .in-.curve and’ detail.

be difficult to find a more beautiful place, 
particularly in early summer, when the 
wild flowers sway breast high in the balmy 
breezes. 

The general “postpile” is perhaps a mile 
long, a half-mile wide, and three to four 
hundred feet high, but the peculiar forma- 
tion from which it derives its appellation 
is in evidence only in places throughout 
this mass. The most perfect columns crop 
out on the west side for a distance of per 
haps 1000 feet, and rise from fifty to nearly 
a hundred feet above the surface, which 
here is a vast heap of broken piles—for 
they constantly are breaking away and top- 
pling, mature destroying the marvelous 
works of her own secret creative prodesses. 
How far down they reach no man can tell; 
it may be to the center of the little ball on 
which we live. Bach column is from 
eighteen inches to three feet and over in 
diameter. Most of them are pentagon, 
though some are six, seven and even eight- 
sided. In a large section they are perfectly 
straight. In another they are beautifully 
curved and the individual prisms twisted 
in the making, as a stick of pliable candy 


the southern end they stand out almost 
horizontally like nicely colored wood of 


large size. A few are dark gray and green.

Upon drriving m Los Angeles tourists 
immediately begin looking around for 
studios, actors, actresses and cameramen, 
evidently beliéving that the city’s streets 
are overrun with them and that pictures 
are being taken on every corner at all hours 
of the day. 


_ And they may be pardoned for entertain- 
ing such ideas because of their having heard 
that Los Angeles produces 90 per cent of 
the world’s motion pictures. The trouble 
with them is that they do not know that 
Los Angeles is the largest city in the United 
States, in point of area, having 365 square 
miles of territory within its limits, and is 
amply big enough to accommodate a mo- 
_ tion-picture industry a thousand times as 

large as it is at present. : 

Although the motion-picture business is 
one of the biggest industries here and the 
Value of its annual output is in excess of 
any other industry, it by no means domi- 
nates Los Angeles. Regarded as an art by 
theater patrons, the production of motion 
pictures is found to be a highly organized, 
well systematized, more or cold- 
hiceded, -unromantic basiness in Los 
Angeles.

The weekly pay roll of the whole motion- 
picture industry in Los Angeles is more 
than $750,000, The value of its annual out- 
put is difficult to determine, but $200,000,000 
would be a conservative estimate. In some 
cases the producers spend $500,000 to 
turn out a picture which “flivvers” after a 
few weeks, while in other instances the 
production makes a hit and runs and earns 
money for the producer for several years. 


The atmospheric, climatic and scenic per- 
fection found in Los Angeles permits of 
production 365 days a year, and it is esti- 
mated that at least three-quarters of a mil- 
lion feet of finished film are shipped from 
here every year. There are about 20,000 
motion-picture houses in this country and 
most of them are showing Los Angeles- 
made films every day and night. . Therefore 
the volume ‘of production here must be 
maintained at a tremendous level. 


Stories of enormous salaries paid to pic- 
ture stars have served to create the impres- 
sion that everyone identified with the in- 
dustry receives the income of a millionaire. 
The skilled Jaborers..employed.are--usually- 
paid higher than the regular scale to insure 
obtaining the best workmen that it is pos- 
sible to get. The technical experts are well 
paid and some of the stars receive fabulous 
sums for their work. In addition to their 
huge salaries they receive royalties on pic- 
tures they make. One star is paid $2000 a 
day for every day she works before the 
camera.

“Most of the credit 

for the success of a production goes to the 

author and actors, but little thought is ever 
given to the vast army which is entitled 


to an equal meed of praise. In times of war] 


it requires about six men to support every 
effective man on the line of fire, but in the 
motion picture industry: it takes from 
twenty to thirty men to support each actor. 
The average studio employs between 700 
and 1000 people permanently. This figure 
does not ihclude the extras hired for small 
rts, atmosphere and mob scenes. Of this 
700 or 1000 the regular actors are in the 
minority. Among the majority are classed 
the carpenters, the electricians, seam- 
stresses, plasterers and other tradesmen. 
In the average studio there are about 
twelve companies employed at all times 
making pictures, To keep these twelve 
companies busy largé numbers of carpen- 
ters and other mechanics are required. One 
studio alone built in one year, Italian, Rus- 
sian, Southern, Alaskan, Spanish and west- 
ern street settings totaling in actual cost 
$140,000. Beside these settings this same 
studio builds on an average about 110 
temporary stage settings a week. 
A few figures were submitted by one of 
the local studios and serve as a fair average 
for all of the large studios of -Southern 
California, as they show in a general way 
the magnitude of the cture indus- 
try 


This studio was erected at an original 
cost of over $500,000 and since its erection 
another $100,000 has been spent. for addi- 

~ tons and improvements. It has a total of 
35 buildings, 100 dressing-rooms, 75 offices 
on the ground floor housing twenty-two busy 
departments, subdepartments and branches. 

Automobiles owned by the company 
average 2000 miles daily and the laboratory 
has a capacity of 200,000 feet of film every 
twenty-four hours. The studio has a com- 
missary that accommodates 2500 people

Such rapid strides were 
made in this direction that it was not long 
before practically flickerless motion pic- | 
tures were produced, It was at this time 
that the slang name for motion pictures 
was changed from “the flicker show” ‘to 

“the movies.”

BOGRAPHICALLY Tulare county oc- 
cupies almost the heart of California 
and in its many phases of scenery, 
climate, soil, products, development 

and opportunity it may be called typically 

Californian. Though not at the present 

reckoned as one of the richest counties, de- 

velopment is still in its infancy, and with 
its vast resources, there is no limit to its 


Stretching from the crest of the Sierras 
on the east, where Mt. Whitney rears its 
hoary head, to the Coast Range on the west, 
ffom the junction of the Sacramento and 
San Joaquin rivers on the north, to the in- 
tersection of the Tehachepi and Coast 
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Cotton Growing an Infant Industry of Promise. 


Perhaps attention is centered more at 


‘this time in cotton development than in 


any other infant industry. In 1912 close to 
1000 acres were planted. Of this 700 acres 
were short staple scattered over the coun- 
ty, while in 1920 figures show an acreage of 
4000 with about 3000 in short staple, grown 
principally by planters from the older cot- 
ton States. However, it is the consensus of 
opinion that long staple will prove the cot- 
ton of the future. Cotton growing in Tu- 
lare county is far past the experimental 
stage, as it has been proven conclusively 
that a superior product is secured with 
proper treatment, and climatic conditions 
seem peculiarly fitted for it. It is consid- 
ered especially adapted as an inter-crop in 
young orchards and vineyards. Two factors 
are essential in growing cotton successfully 
in this section; early planting and plenty 


manipulation of the crop to fit in the inter- 
val between the early product from Im- 
perial Valley and that from the Turlock 
district. The loval yield compares favor- 
ably ‘with any other in the State, the sandy 
and river wash soil being particularily 
suited to its needs. 

Many products of a tropical nature have 
been found to flourish in Tulare county, 
among them being the avocado, Turkish to- 
bacco, date palms, and bananas in some 
places. 

Lumbering, the mines—in which may be 
mentioned gold, silver, copper and magne- 
site, quarrying and the making of brick 
are other important industries.

Progress during the second decade was 
more rapid and this year Uncle Sam found

According to the census the population of 
Calexico is now 6223, or a gain since 1910 of 
680.8 per cent. Brawley comes second with 
a population of 5392, or a gain of 512 per 

e@ent, while Bl Centro, county seat, fol 
lowed with a total population of 5464, or a 
gain of 239.4 per cent. 

The wonder story of Imperial Valley is 
not told until the wealth amassed and cre- 
ated out of the burning desert in the last 
twenty years has been counted. Laat year 
on the county assessor’s books all prop- 
erty valuations were placed at $80,786,593. 
For the first time this year in the last 
decade the total crop value was less than

The rebirth of the San 
zona Railway this fall, after being idle 
for months because of a disastrous slide in 
Carriso Gorge, added much to the future 
prospects of the valley. Formally com- 
pleted with a big celebration in December, 
1919, the road was in use only a short time 
until a mountain literaily fell om it near 
Hipass with the result that it has taken 
months of the hardest kind of labor to re 
open the road. Indeed, not until separate 
tunnels had been constructed was the 
route ready to opefate aga'n. 


The occasion for the reopening this fall 
was the cause for a quiet satisfaction 
among shippers and travelérs throughout 
the valley, who had just begun to learn the 
real value of the road when business was 
suspended. The San Diego and Arizona 
Railway plaees the valley on a through line 
‘to tne East Zor the first tine in history. At 
present it is served by a branch lime of the 
Southern Pacific, all through traffic missing 
the valley by many miles. There has been 
talk from Southern Pacific officials of re- 
routing some of the fast trains through the) 
valley bat nothing thus far has come of 
this. The San Diego section of the Golden 
State Limited with through sleeper service 
to the East is operated via the San Diego 
and Arisona line.

The 
funded indebtedness of the county is $1,500,- 
000, which is being expended this winter on 
a@ system of new paved roads. Thé irriga- 
tion tax ts $2.50 a hundred. 

While the funded indebtedness of the 
county is one of the lowest in the State, 
this debt is enitrely for good roads, and 
good roads may be classed as one of the 


the past twelve months. 

Although the highway program for a long 
time was the subject of bitter controversy, 
from the selection of routes to the type of 
pavement to be constructed, all troubles 
were jroned out during the hot summer 
months and when September and October 
came, contracts for more than thirty miles 
were let and early in October the first com 
erete was poured on the El Centro-Calexico 
highway, which will connect the two largest 

in the county, aswell as furnish a 
paved route north for the vast tonnage 
from belew the line in Mexico.

Big Cantaloupe Crop. 


ERHAPS the most spectacular crop in- 

crease during the year, has been canta- 
loupes, of which there were more than 200,-| 
| With an 
acreage in 1919 of approximately 13,800 
acres, the acreage jumped to over 23,000 
this past spring. With such an incfeased 
acreage there was a great deal of uneasi- 
ness among the shippers and distribwtors. 
This increased as the crop gave every in- 
dication of being of record size and it ap 
peared certain that there would be a car 
shortage in some degree. 

The first cantaloupes saw less than 2000 
“reefers” stored in the valley. Normally 
there should have been twice that number. 
The crop harvest increased while the daily 
arrival of “reefers” showed a slight gain 
until when the first 300 carload shipment 
day was reached it was deemed advisable 
to curtail shipments and prorate.the re- 
maining refrigerator cars. 

At this point fate, or rather the weather. 
took a hand, and a cold wave such as the 
valley has rarely seen in June set in with 
the result that daily shipments sroppes 
down to the hifndred car a day mark. {s 
cold spell gave the harassed railroad men 
\time to catch their breath and rush up a 
large number of cars which had been 


»

started West from the East but which had 
not arrived because of the strike and trans 
portation troubles. When the warm weather 
set in again, the cars were there and it was 
not long before the valley was shipping 300 
carloads a day. This was the first time in 
the valley that there had ever been two 
peaks to the cantaloupe season. 


When final shipments ceased along the 
latter part of August it was found that the 
grand total of shipments was over 8800 
cars; the greatest in the history of the val- 
ley. The same fertune which followed the 
shippers in averting a car shortage also 
followed them in the matter of prices re 
ceived, until at the end of the season prac 
tically every shipper had a neat sum on the 
credit side of the ledger. It was said that 
@ large portion of the distributors were in 
the clear after the first peak in the season. 

Yield in the valley last spring was slight- 
ly more than a third of a car an acre. The 
average for the past ten years in the val- 
ley has been nearly half acar an acre. These 
eantaloupes were sent to all cities in the 
United-States carléad Tots of more than 
25,000. Enough cantaloupes were shipped 
out to give each man, woman and child in 
the United States fwo luscioug fruits. More 
than $12,000,000 gross was brought into 


jthe valley from this one crop. 


Watermelons during the past year were 
also grown on a somewhat larger scale 
than the year before. More than 1000 
carloads were sent in May and June. Most 
of these were shipped within a radius of 
500 miles of the Imperial Valley, for water- 
melons, no matter how carefully packed, 
will not carry much farther than that.

Canneries. 


ISH canning on a commercial scale be- 

gan in San Diego in 1911 and has now 
reached tremendous proportions. There 
are eighteen wholesale fish concerns here, 
eight Mexican lobster importers and 800 
fishermen Who thelr Catehes to this” 
port. From January 1 to October 1, the 
fish catch, as given by the office of the 
Fish and Game Commission, was 27,126,993 
pounds. ‘These include anchovies, abalone, 
barracuda, tuna, mackarel, sardines, clams, 
mussels, turtles, and many other kinds. 
There are now fourteen canneries which 


to October 1 of this year about 256,000 
cases were packed. To facilitate the work 
of the fishermen, the government and the 
State Fish and Game Commission co- 
operate by sighting schools of fish from 
seaplanes. The fish are easier to discern 
from above than from the boats. A radio 
message is sent to North Island with the 
location of the schools of fish and the fish- 
tng boats hurry to the spots named for 
their catches. 


San Diego City. 
— city of San Diego is increasing its 
available water supply by the con- 

struction of Barrett Dam. A reservoir with 
a storage capacity of 14,500,000,000 gallons 
is being constructed. Up to December 31 
the expenditure had been half a million, 
and about 40 per cent of the work is com- 
pleted. It is expected the dam will be 
completed by Dec. 31, 1922. The esti- 
mated cost is $1,500,000. The dam is of 
arched concrete masonry. Another large 
dam for the city water system, Lower 
Otay, was completed last year at a cost of 
$1,000,000. The work is done under the 
supervision of H. N. Savage, hydraulic en- 
gineer. The city proposes to materially 

increase its water supply by availing itself 
of additional resources and investigations 
to determine which are to be taken up first 
are under way. The consumption of water 
has increased annually at an average rete 
of 500,000 gallons a day, but the rate was 
exceeded this year, owing tothe large influx 
of permanent residents. 7 
Incident to biilding Barrett Dam, it was 
necessary to build roads for materials of 
construction. The dam will be completed 

with a roadway along its top connecting 
with roads that have been built, making 
one of the most scenic drives in Southern 
California, twenty-five miles in length. The 
roads connect the four dams, Barrett, Mo- 
reno and Lower and Upper Otay, and re-

The Santa Fe shops and division 
offices are the largest on the entire system, 
next to Topeka.

here, and 60 per cent of the citrus crop of 
the State is iced or here before 
shipment. 

The Southern Pacific maintains a similar 
plant at Colton, three miles south.

The five banks of San Bernardino have 
total deposits of more than $10,000,000. 
The Santa Fe properties in the city are 
valued at $7,000,000.

Elevation of the city is 1080 feet and the 
climate here is wonderful. Average rain- 
fall is 15.92 inches and the average maxti- 
mum temperature is 79.8 degrees and the 
minimum 45.6 degrees. 


First nine months of 1920 saw more than 
$500,000 worth of new buildings in the city. 
Two big industrial enterprises started this 
year. The Morgan Machine Products Com- 
pany, organized during the year, is now a 
growing concern supplying machine parts 
to all sections of the country. The Gill 
Storage Battery Company opened its fac- 
tory late in the year and expects to de- 
velop an enormous plant within a few 
years. There are two canneries for fruits 
and vegetables, several ‘foundries and 
largest machine shops here. 


Three new grammar school buildings 
were finished in 1920 to care for the rapid 
increase in students in the grades.

NE of the biggest of California's mid- 
winter events is the National Orange 
Show, started in 1911 on a small scale and 
developed to such a stage that now it 
represents the greatest of all attractions 
for the tourist and an institution of vital 
importance to the citrus fruit grower. 
Citizens of San Bernardino annually pro- 
mote the show. More than 200,000 admis- 
sions were registered at the last exposition 
and the eleventh show will be held on Feb- 
ruary 18 to 28 in the beautiful park at 
Urbita Springs, at the southern limits of 
the city. San Bernardino is the center of 
the citrus groves of the Southland and a

the county. It is a city of 10.000 
population and boasts of some of the Amest 
homes in the world.

GREAT PUBLIC IMPROVEMENT. 

After many years a contract has been 
let and two bonds, one for material and 
labor, amounting to $500,000 and one for 
faithful performance of duty amounting to 
$250,000, have been filed with the Board 


[January 1, 1921.

of Public Works by Contractor John Hayes 
to whom was awarded in 1918 the contract 
for the construction of the Second street 
tunnel. Mr. Hayes signed the contract last 
April, at which time he said he had a 
$100,000 working equipment, including 
steam shovels, wagons, scrapers,  etc., 
which could be transferred to the work at 
any time. 

- Part of Second street west of Hill street 
to Clay street will be wiped out by the tun- 
nel when completed and the City of Los 
Angeles plans to build a forty-foot road- 
way adjoining the present north line of 
Second street, between Hill and.. Olive 
streets. It is estimated this latter improve- 
ment will cost approximately $130,000. 

The contract price for the tunnel proper 
is $995,773.21; and the time for completion | 
of the work is 465 days from the actual 
beginning of the work. 

The total assessment for the improve- 
ment will be $1,121,168.45. The difference 
between the amount Contractor Hayes Is 
to receive is for damages and assessment 
purposes. 

It is planned to run full twenty-four-hour 
shifts and to push the work ahead as 
rapidly as possible after dirt really starts 
flying on the big project. Work will be 
carried on at both ends of the tunnel,

Every State has one or two specialty 
crops. Michigan is renowned for its celery 
and Massachusetts for its cranberries, but 
the Golden State virtually has a corner on 
five of these soil specialties, namely: Dates, 

' peppers, watermelons, artichokes and mus- 
tard. Practically every State in the Union 
raises watermelons, but California grows 
them by the trainload, and as for peppers, 
mustard, dates and artichokes, there are 
little strips of California soil whereon prac- 
tieally all that the United States can use, 
is produced. 


Such specialty crops are worthy of most 
serious consideration, since they afford each 
little valley #2 opportunity for intensive 
cultivation and a close study of market con- 
ditions. The Garden Grove district ‘n 
Orange county, because of soil particularly 
adapted to their culture, grows from $150,000 
to $250,000 worth of peppers a year, while 
the Coachella Valley produces fully as 
valuable a crop of dates. The Turlock 
district is the greatest watermelon section 
of the West, and Lompoc, a thrifty com- 
munity in Santa Barbara county, has long 
been the home of the mustard poultice. 
The Lompoc Valley has made as much as

The Alphabet of Fruits. | 


HAVE a long way to travel down 
the list of strictly Californian fruits 


other States, so must be on our way. Be- 
ginning at the head of the alphabet with the 
list of commen names, we first encounter 
avocados, the most promising yet most 
surely successful of all comparatively new 
fruits. Down in the American tropics avo- 
cados take the place ef meats common with 
us. There a good-sized “tortilla” (corn- 
cake) amd an avocado, make a good and 
thoroughly satisfying meal. While the 
orange ig but an incidental, a mere confec- 
tion, the avocado is essentially a food. It 
contains no starch, no sugar, no acid— 
three food constituents that are studiously 
avoided. by many of weak digestive or as- 
similative powers. For this reason it has 
been freely predicted by acknowledged 
competent judges that avocado culture may 
some day become more important than cit- 
rus, and the fruits more common than 
oranges and bananas. For nothing can pre- 
vent it becoming a staple article of diet 
with millions to whom it is now unknown. 
The marked increasing scarcity of meat 
and its equally marked increasing price, to- 
gether with the superior food value of the 
avocado and the immense monetary returns 
possible from an acre, will soon place the 
avocado industry in-the lead among Cali- 
fornia’s agricultural activities.

The plant is 
a handsome evergreen ten feet high, bearing 
deep red fruits resembling very large cran- 
berries and not unlike them in flavor when 
made into sauce, but also quite pleasing in 
taste when gathered fresh from the bush. 


The carob tree in some parts of the 
world » one of great importance commer- 
‘elally for its heavy“yield of sweet, succu- 
lent pods, greedily devoured by all live 
stock from hogs to horses, either green or 
dried and ground into meal. in the latter 
state it is often used by humans for. food, 
especially in times of famine. Mixed with 
an equal quantity of flour, it has been con- 
verted into excellent cakes by Los Angeles 
housewives. The pods were those of which 
the prodigal soh “fain would fill his belly 
with the husks ‘which the swine did eat;” 
also furnished John the ~~ Baptist in the 
wilderness with “locust and wild honey.” 
Aside from the avocado no subtropical fruit 
is gaining faster in public favor than the 
cherimoya, erroneously called custard apple. 
Last year one grown at Hollywood weighed 
three and one-half pounds and was raven- 
ously consumed in The Times editorial 
rooms. One of two pounds from the same 
tree was eaten by the writer and family. 
The seeds readily part from the snow-white 
pulp, which has a flavor not equalled by any 
ice cream yet concocted by mere man.

OUGH first introduced by one of 

Uncle. Sam’s plant breeders fifteen 
years ago, the tangelo is only now becgm- 
ing popular.

At many points in California, some 
fine plants of ten or more feet in height 
are fruiting freely, and each year fanciers 
of the fruits increase in number.

Visitors to the Ofient state they are 
far better fresh. The plants are not easy 
of growth and seldom thrive here, but in a 
few favored spots are growing vigorously. 
The matter of temperature is not a factor 
of the problem, but doubtless they need a 
peculiar soil for normal development. The 
loquat is a subtropical fruit known to all, 
for the seeds will grow wherever thrown, 
regardless of soil, climate or general con- 
ditions. But while seedlings may provide 
fruits for home use, they are rarely of 
marketable grade. There are a half-dozen 
excellent named budded varieties to be had, 
and these only should be planted. Among 
tropical fruits, the ceriman, growing on a 
plant known to science as Monstera delici- 
osa, is said to be much esteemed in its 
native land, and though fruiting freely on a 


writer has been .unable to find one fit to 
eat during a twenty-year search, though the 
odor of the ripe fruits is delicious. As an 
ornamgntal plant for shaded spots, the 
monstera easily stands first-on the list. 


The history of the mango in California i¢ 
yet to be written, though considered through 
many centuries as the world’s finest tropical 
fruit. It may be that eventually the mango 
will be produced in California in com- 
mercial quantities, but the outlook is not 
promising. Fruiting trees are grown here 
and in some years produce fair fruits; in 
others none at all or of inferior quality. No 
one who has eaten of them in the tropics 
pronounces locally grown fruits good. Yet 
there is hope that varieties may be found 
that will be adapted to our climatic condi- 
tions, and the writer expects at some future 
‘day to eat California mangos of standard 
excellence. Of those experimented with 
locally, the Haden, one of the Mulgoba 
group, seems most promising—though in 
what respect superior to the Mulgoba the 
writer bas been unable to determine. As a 
young tree, it appears slightly more adapted 
to our climate, but what will the harvest be? 


Up to Date. | : 
date is not alone among the palms 
in preducing edible fruit, though no 
other is of equal value. Jams and jellies 


have been made from the seed pulps of
